Your Excellency:— It is a source of genuine pleasure to be in a position to 
chronicle constructive advancement in many, if not all, departments of our insti- 
tution during the past year. 

While our financial statement discloses a small deficit as to fixed income and 
ordinary expenditures, there have been no necessitous withdrawals from the Special 
Fund Account for the benefit of the General Fund, making possible the use of the 
former in the manner prescribed, and it is with pardonable pride we call attention 
to the physical property rapidlv approaching a condition of excellence that requires 
onlv a few major additions to permit of the realization of our ambition to reach the 
status of completeness warranted by the importance of our obligation to the com- 
munity, assumed through this work of commendable public benefaction. 

The bounteousness of the State in granting our appeal for an increase of ap- 
propriation rendered possible the building of a commodious warehnuse^mpy 
us for present and future requirements, and m a short while a considerably 
enfS and u^to-date morgue will be completed, these additions a fiord nig facil- 
ffc which have been sadly lacking for many years past Coincidently, the heating 
system has l^en completed, new and highly efficient X-ray apparatus installed 
,„ "s now actively in progress involving the wiring ami placement o el, 
liruires in a^l of the hospital wards to effectually correct the antiquated lighting 
system so long in use. 

It is quite true our experience has been no different to that of the world at Urge 
in the matter of an advancing wage scale, to which may be ascribed the deflect,,.,, 
of many persons who might otherwise have adopted nursing as a profession and 
creating a serious shortage in the student tody I he prevailing high cost of living 
is onlv too full v realized to require special comment, but every effort has been adopted 
to frugally administer die resources under our direction, and to maintain the stand- 
ard of relief afforded the unfortunate applying for succor. Our usual housekeeping 
expenses have expanded materially, especially so in the matter of cotton products 
ng gauze, wadding, etc., to say nothing of the extraordinary appreciation of 
prices for" drugs and instruments. Nevertheless, our cost per patient per d 
S1.37 will, f feel sure, bear very favorable comparison with that of any other similar 
institution of equal size. However, we have recently encountered a situation which 
demands immediate attention, Owing to a change in ownership of the building 
used for housing our female help, it was necessary to vacate the premises on short 
notice, forcing us to the extreme measure of making use of some of the hospital 
wards as sleeping quarters, an altogether intolerable condition, which was remedied 
with the lea^t possible delay through requisition of the upper floor of the storeroom, 
ard while a trving and serious predicament was overcome, temporarily, the need 
of much !arner quarters for this purpose is imperative, ami it is entitled to serious 
consideration and immediate attention. 

Among the major pressing improvements, modem fire prevention ami j>r 
tion startds out conspicuously. Aside from the property investment which in the 
existing high cost period is by no means immaterial, the potential feature is the 
safety of the patient. In this connection, our Sprinkler Fund Committee have 
solicited and received many contributions, but as yet the amount is wholly inade- 
quate to meet the cost of the work contemplated. It would appear opportune to

We, therefore, earnestly recommend this ad- 
ditional equipment To the Solons of our great Commonwealth, we appeal for a 

more liberal appropriation, in the near future, for our urgent needs. Send us Main- 
line general who combines Wisdom, Knowledge and Power, to lead us on the 
way of greater efficiency "where seraphs might despair." 

Surgical instruments, scientific apparatus, chemicals, etc., have soared in 
almost, prohibitive regions; and, unless they are acquired without much further 
delay, to maintain the highest standard in the field of efficiency, we ■hot! be coin- 
it. behind Ihe curtain of a discouraging and uncertain opportunism. 

We recognize, with unusual pride, the valuable and efficient services of our 

eminent House Surgeons, Dr. Maurice J. Gelpi and Dr. Jerome lv Landry; and it 
would be difficult lor us, to express to them the measure of our appreciation for 
the devotion and zeal they have always displayed, in their trviti- >r the 

betterment of the patients, and the glory of the Hospital. 

We desire to extend to our courteous, capable and indefatigable Secretary, 
W. Matthews, our warmest thanks for his many courtesies; and also for 
his eagerness, so generously shown us, at all times, to lessen our onerous duties. 

In conclusion, we are encouraged to state that, believing the past to be a pro- 
pitious augury for the future, we behold our peerless Institution in a vista of cheer- 
ful and brilliant colorings, of benevolence and progress which gives to the canvas, 
for the most critical, the unmistakeable expressions, of the relentless and consci- 
entious work, the ideals, character and talent of the diligent artist

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Report of the House Committee 



New Orleans, La., February 23rd, 1920. 

To the Vice-President and Board ol Administrators of the- Charity Hospital, New 
Orleans, La. 

Gentlemen:— The construction of a warehouse during the past year fulfilled a 
long-frit want, and its value has been amply demonstrated. We regret the c 
sity of having to use the upper Boor for a female Dormitory temporarily, as the 
lower floor space is congested and prevents the systematic and efficient un- 
contemplated in storing and handling merchandise. This condition further empha- 
sizes th <v for a separate building to house our help. The hospital owns 
ground upon which to erect a dormitory but In. mds to und The 
help propositioi. is a serious one and the advantages in having them housed near 
the hospital arc manifold. We recommend and seriously urge prompt consideration 
of this matt 

In February, 1919, the matter of installing an electric plant, rewiring where 
ary, and wiring such buildings as were not wired, was taken up with several 
consulting engineers for the purpose of considering the advisability of such a course. 
In due time, Mr. A. Wyndham l.cwin was engaged to make a complete an \ 
the conditions and furnish an approximate estimate und to prepare plans and 
ficatJons Several bids were received and the entire matt uvely considered 

from every angle, including the cost and advisability of employing coal or oil 
engines. 

The lowest total prices contemplating the installation of steam engines was 
$131,773.86; Diesel engine (oil) $145,833.86. 

Mr Lenin estimated a current consumption of 52,000 K. W. hours per month. 
Representatives of the New Orleans Railways & Light Company estimated 30,000 
K W hours per month. Two factors thus contributed to the madvisabihty of under- 
taking at this time the installation of a complete electric plant, wiring and fixtures, 
the cost exceeded the amount available for such purposes; Secondly: owing 
to the difference in the calculation of K.. Ws. per mouth, it was finally deemed 
expedient to consider the wiring, rewiring and fixtures in each building and by the 
installation of separate meters therein, taking service from the Railways Company, 
ascertain a definite basis to agree upon at some future time as to whether we would 
be justified in installing our own generating plant. 

Finally, contract was approved for the installation of new wiring an 
throughout all the hospital buildings, excluding Laundry, Bakery and 
at a net cost of §56,215.16 which work is nl ibis writing well under way. anil in ac- 
cordance with contract shall be completed by May 2 1st, 1920. 

The inferior lighting service throughout the wards of the hospital has for years 
been the source of constant complaint and criticism. We are assured this objection 
will be fully overcome. 

Many minor improvements have been accomplished during the year in other 
'rections but the foregoing stands out alone as most worthy of particular mention.
